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EXPLANATION 


To  those  who  are  familiar  with  other  family  record  1 
books  this  will  need  little  explaining.  We  have  arranged  it 
on  the  same  plan. 

We  have  provided  only  one  index.  In  this  index  each 
family  appears  twice.  Once  with  the  name  of  descendant 
first,  followed  by  its  marriage  partner  and  again  just  re¬ 
versed.  The  number  following  the  name  in  index  refers  to 
number  of  family  or  paragraph,  not  pages. 

The  number  following  the  name  of  a  family  head  in  the 
paragraphs  refers  to  the  number  of  his  or  her  parents.  And 
the  number  following  children’s  names  in  paragraphs  is 
number  where  to  find  that  one’s  record. 

Abbreviations  as  used  in  this  work  are  as  follows:  For 
states  we  used  regular  abbreviations.  And  also  the  regular 
for  the  months.  And  for  married  we  used  m.  and  for  born  b. 
and  for  died  and  death  d. :

Of  course  there  was  a  lot 
of  time  spent  in  this  work,  but  that  we  gladly  do  without 
cost,  as  we  like  a  work  like  that  and  is  so  nice  when  a  record 
book  is  done  once.  Would  just  be  glad  if  someone  else  would 
also  make  record  books  of  other  relation. 

We  gladly  thank  each  and  everyone  who  helped  us  out  so 
much  in  getting  records  together,  and  especially  those  we 
bothered  so  much,  thank  you  very  much.  We  wanted  to 
make  each  record  as  near  alike  as  possible,  so  one  wouldn’t 
feel  one  has  more  in  the  book  than  the  other,  so  not  near 
all  are  alike,  but  we  done  best  as  we  could  and  put  down 
what  we  had.

The  piece  following  is  taken  out  of  Hochstetler  Descend¬ 
ants  book  which  leads  to  Katie  Raber  the  wife  of  family 
number  one  in  this  book. 

Daniel  Miller  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Aug.  11,  1750 
on  ship  Patience.  His  first  wife  Miss  Kenagy  died  leaving 
no  children.  He  returned  to  Europe  and  married  about 
1758,  Veronica  Mishler  who  was  born  about  1736.  Their 
children  are  Christian,  b.  Feb.  17,  1760,  m.  Chatherine 
Kurtz,  d.  Feb.  10,  1832;  Elizabeth,  b.  Sept.  20,  1762,  m.  Mr. 
Kenagy;  Jacob,  b.  July  19,  1764;  Abraham;  Susanna,  b.  Oct. 
17,  1767,  m.  Mr.  Stutzman;  Fanny,  b.  Sept.  18,  1769,  m. 
Joseph  Kurtz;  Barbara,  b.  Jan  12,  1774,  m.  Solomon  Yoder; 
Magdalena,  b.  Sept.  21,  1776,  m.  Mr.  Hershberger:  Daniel 
died  near  Shellington,  Berks  Co.,  Pa.  His  son  Abraham 
Miller  was  born  May  13,  1766  in  Berks  Co.,  Pa.,  and  died 
about  1821.  He  was  a  minister  in  the  Amish  church  and 
was  blind  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life.  He  married 
Anna  Hoehstedler  of  Berlin,  Pa.  Their  children  were  Sarah, 
Christian,  Daniel,  Chatherine,  Madlena,  and  Susan:  Sarah, 
Baltic,  Ohio,  was  born  June  1,  1857,  was  blind  the  last  few 
years  of  her  life,  she  m.  June  19,  1807,  to  Christian  Nisley, 
a  minister  in  the  Amish  church.  Their  children  were, 
Magthalena,  b.  Sept.  11,  1808,  d.  single;  Frany,  Daniel, 
Christian,  Katherine,  Susan,  Elizabeth,  Anna,  Peter,  Sarah, 
Abraham,  Christena,  Mary  and  John:  Anna  Nisley,  Goshen, 
Ind.,  was  bom  May  3,  1819  and  married  Jacob  Reber.  Their 
children  were,  Sarah,  born  Feb.  25,  1845  and  married  Ben¬ 
jamin  Troyer  at  Middlebury,  Ind. :  Katie,  born  July  24,  1847 
and  married  Mar.  1870  to  Joseph  Ginger ich  family  number 
one  of  this  book. 

Christian  Nisley  mentioned  above  that  married  Sarah 
Miller,  started  from  the  old  country  leaving  his  brother,  on 
May  7,  1804  going  aboard  ship,  June  6,  starting  the  voyage 
July  2,  reached  the  open  sea  July  17,  reached  his  desti¬ 
nation,  the  home  of  Christe  Zug,  Oct.  12,  1804. 
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FAMILY  NUMBER  ONE 

Can  not  find  out  where  Joe  Gingerich  was  born,  so  if  any¬ 
one  reads  this,  that  knows  where,  please  write  to  me,  as  Fve 
tried  to  find  out  and  seems  I  can't,  and  do  not  know  for 
sure  where  Katie  Raber  was  born,  but  just  from  different 
readings  sounds  as  if  she  was  born  near  Middlebury,  Ind., 
as  that  is  where  her  parents  lived  part  time  anyway.  Joseph 
G.  and  Katie  Raber  were  married  near  Middlebury,  Ind., 
and  the  way  I  got  it,  it  sounds  as  if  they  lived  in  Daviess  Co., 
Ind.,  close  to  Odon,  Ind.  then,  till  Joseph  died  of  cancer,  and 
is  buried  there  in  the  Amish  cemetery,  close  to  Odon,  Ind. 
He  died  in  1901  and  then  in  1903,  Katie  had  sale  and  with 
her  children,  Joe,  Christ,  Katie  and  Sarah,  who  were  still 
with  her  and  not  married  moved  to  Ill.,  and  rented  a  farm 
north  west  of  Arthur,  now  called  Cundiff  place,  half  mile 
west  and  three  miles  north  of  where  Simon  Brennemen  now 
lives.  And  then  in  Aug.  1904,  Katie  married  again  to 
Samuel  Miller  and  went  to  live  with  him  on  his  farm 
where  Simon  Brennemen  now  owns.  And  her  three  youngest 
children  stayed  on  farm  they  had  rented  until  com  husking 
was  done,  and  then  they  also  moved  to  their  mother  and 
step-father,  and  stayed  there  till  they  got  married.  Their 
mother  and  step-father  both  died  on  that  farm,  and  are 
both  buried  in  Otto  cemetery,  south  of  Arthur,  Ill.  They 
say  the  house  where  Joseph  and  Katie,  family  number  one 
lived  at  in  Daviess  Co.,  Ind.,  is  still  standing  but  I  can  not 
find  out  who  lives  there  now,  asked  different  ones  and  seems 
no  one  can  tell  me.

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Here  is  a  little  history  of  family  number  (10).  John  J. 
Gingerich  was  bom  in  Daviess  Co.,  and  probably  a  few 
years  before  he  married  he  had  his  home  in  Ill.,  and  worked 
there,  and  in  1897  he  married  Lydia  J.  Hershberger,  near 
Arthur,  Ill.,  and  then  lived  and  owned  a  farm  now  owned 
by  S.  N.  Beachy,  where  Menno  Hershberger  now  lives* 
located  fourth  mile  west  and  two  miles  north  of  the  old 
Sam  Miller  farm  now  owned  by  Simon  Brennemen  and 
lived  in  Ill.,  till  1905,  with  five  children  born  in  Ill.  Their 
oldest  daughter  Emma  just  being  a  small  baby  at  that  time, 
they  moved  to  Howard  Co.,  Ind.,  and  bought  and  moved  on 
a  119  acre  farm,  owned  by  a  Benjamin  Yoder,  nine  miles 
north  east  of  Kokomo,  Ind.,  or  two  miles  west  and  half  mile 
north  of  Plvena,  Ind.,  and  lived  on  that  farm  the  rest  of 
their  life  and  both  died  on  that  farm.  In  their  older  years 
when  they  retired  from  farming,  they  built  a  small  house 
for  themselves  on  this  farm,  and  their  son  Abe  and  family 
lived  in  big  house  with  them  for  some  years,  and  John  died 
in  1944  and  in  1945  their  son  Joas  and  family  bought  the 
place  and  moved  there  and  Mrs.  John  Gingerich  was  in 
her  small  house  most  of  time,  till  she  died  and  was  cared 
for  by  Joas  and  his  family  most  of  the  time  after  they 
bought  the  farm. 

On  Aug.  17,  1944  her  grandson  Freeman  Gingerich  was 
buried  and  she  was  to  his  funeral,  and  on  the  morning  of 
Aug.  18,  1944,  she  had  a  stroke  and  couldn’t  talk  at  all  for 
awhile  and  never  after  that  could  talk  like  she  did  before, 
but  was  so  she  could  talk  some,  and  could  also  after  some 
time  walk  some  alone  again  with  a  cane.  She  was  so  she 
had  to  have  some  one  to  care  for  her  the  rest  of  her  life, 
and  while  she  was  in  bed  her  children  took  turns  to  go  and 
care  for  her,  a  night  and  a  day,  till  she  was  so  she  could 
be  up  and  around  some,  then  two  of  her  grandaughters, 
Joas’s  Mary  and  Joe’s  Laura  took  turns  to  care  for  her 
for  awhile,  and  do  her  housework  and  she  never  was  able 
to  stay  by  herself  after  that.  She  also  stayed  with  her 
daughter  Tillie  and  family  awhile  in  the  spring  of  1945. 
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A  TRIP  TO  DAKOTA 

In  Aug.  1943  family  number  (10),  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Gingerich  went  to  N.  Dak.  on  a  visit.  On  their  way  to  Dak., 
John  was  sick  on  train,  that  they  sent  word  ahead  of  them 
to  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  to  have  ambulance  ready,  and  they 
took  them  to  hospital  and  probably  stayed  a  few  days  and 
then  went  on  to  Dak.  On  Aug.  29,  1943  John  preached  at 
Dave  Yoders  in  church,  on  Sept.  3  they  went  to  see  the 
graveyard,  where  John’s  brother  Abe  is  buried  and  while 
there  John’s  wife  Lydia  stepped  in  a  gopher  hole  and  hurt 
her  knee  that  she  had  to  go  to  hospital  and  stay.  On  Sept. 
5,  John  preached  a  very  impressive  sermon  for  Dan  Miller 
in  Miller’s  home,  guess  that  was  last  sermon  he  preached 
in  his  life  time,  and  after  church  John  had  a  stroke  and  was 
taken  to  the  same  hospital  his  wife  was,  at  Rolette,  N.  Dak., 
and  were  both  in  the  hospital  till  Oct.  15,  and  were  a  thou- ' 
sand  miles  from  home.  The  children  at  home  were  notified 
of  their  parents’  sickness,  so  on  Sept.  10,  1943  their  son 
and  daughter,  Christ  and  Tillie  started  for  Dak.,  to  help 
care  for  their  parents,  and  stayed  till  Sept.  26,  and  went 
home  that  eve,  and  John’s  son  Abe  and  John’s  brother  Jake 
and  wife,  a  sister  to  Lydia,  were  there  then  to  help  care  for 
John’s.  Abe  stayed  two  weeks  and  then  their  son  Joe  went 
to  care  for  his  folks  and  was  there  three  weeks  yet,  till  they 
were  able  to  come  home  in  a  sleeper  car  train,  accompanied 
by  Joe,  on  Oct.  26,  they  start  home.  Had  been  in  hospital  till 
Oct.  15,  and  then  were  taken  to  the  home  of  Mary  Becker, 
by  John’s  brother  Jake  of  Ind.,  and  John’s  sister  Katie  and 
her  daughter  Mary  and  stayed  there  till  they  went  home  to 
Kokomo,  Ind.  On  Oct.  15,  they  had  a  birthday  surprise  for 
Lydia,  where  90  were  present. 

John’s  mind  wasn’t  too  good  after  that  stroke,  and  had 
much  trouble  with  his  eyes,  and  also  had  bother  with  his 
eyes  before  in  his  life  that  he  used  a  magnifying  glass  to 
read.  He  had  another  stroke  in  Feb.  1944,  and  didn’t  eat 
anything  for  quite  awhile  before  he  died  then,  died  on  Feb. 
23,  1944.

But  he  always  said,  when  they  used 
to  go  back  east  to  visit  relatives  and  their  folks,  and  he  was 
always  glad  to  see  them,  but  when  he  came  back  he  always 
said,  he  has  not  found  a  place  he  liked  to  live  in  better  than 
North  Dakota.  He  used  to  always  say  the  air  was  so  good 
and  fresh  and  he  always  feels  better  here  at  home.  He  was 
faithful  to  his  end  and  always  a  kind  and  loving  father, 
until  Aug.  29,  1930,  he  died  from  cancer,  told  his  family  he 
was  going  to  meet  his  Saviour,  who  was  calling  him  to 
come.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  S.  Stoll  were  mar¬ 
ried  in  Daviess  Co.,  Ind.,  and  lived  there  till  their  three 
oldest  boys  were  bom  and  then  moved  to  Arthur,  Ill.,  some¬ 
where  between  years  1900  and  1902.  In  Illinois  they  lived 
on  one  of  the  Otto  farms  just  across  the  railroad  from  the 
Dan  Yutzy  farm.  Mr.  Stoll  was  a  carpenter  and  the  work 
was  plentiful  at  Arthur,  Ill.,  was  the  reason  for  moving  to 
Illinois.  The  two  oldest  boys  went  to  school  in  Illinois, 
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although  the  second  one  was  only  five  years  old.  About  the 
early  part  of  winter  of  1903  they  moved  to  North  Dakota, 
and  lived  on  the  same  place  all  the  time  until  Mr.  Stoll’s 
death,  then  Mrs.  Stoll  moved  to  Wolford,  North  Dakota., 
until  her  death.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stoll  at  the  time  of  his  death 
owned  960  acres  of  land  that  could  all  be  plowed,  some  of 
it  almost  perfectly  flat  and  none  had  hills.  They  owned  160 
acres  where  the  church  was  built  in  fall  of  1916  and  grave 
yard  was  on  same  plot,  they  had  given  three  acres  to  the 
church,  and  they  are  both  buried  on  their  own  land.  There 
were  three  sets  of  buildings  on  their  land.  The  old  home 
place  is  at  present  owned  by  Amos  Graber,  son  of  the  late 
Jacob  Graber,  old  order  Amish  Bishop,  son  of  Joseph 
Graber.  And  one  farm  was  sold,  to  Mrs.  Amanda  Helmuth, 
and  now  owned  by  Aaron  Slabaughs. 

The  grave  yard  where  the  old  Stolls  are  buried  is  in  the 
Lakeview  Mennonite  Cemetery,  located  5  miles  north  east 
of  Wolfqrd  or  8  miles  south  west  of  Mylo  in  Rolette  Co., 
North  Dakota. 

When  they  lived  in  Illinois  they  had  one  son  born, 
Charles  Albert.  So  they  had  four  sons  when  they  moved  to 
North  Dakota,  near  Mylo,  and  their  land  they  owned  was 
all  close  to  Mylo.  When  ,in  Dakota  he  farmed  rest  of  his  life 
while  health  permitted,  and  farm  was  then  farmed  by  their 
son  John  till  was  sold. 

Mr.  Stoll  was  known  as  a  9  good  horseman  and  owner 
of  nice  horses  sometimes  as  many  as  30  horses  at  one  time. 

When  moving  from  Arthur,  Ill.,  to  North  Dakota,  the 
nearest  railroad  was  at  Knox,  N.  Dak.,  about  25  miles 
from  where  Mylo  now  is,  where  they  wanted  to  go.  Mrs. 
Stoll’s  brother  Abraham  Gingerich  was  at  railroad  depot, 
to  meet  them  with  a  bob  sled  and  9  little  bronk  team. 

The  first  winter  in  Dakota  was  rather  tough  on  the 
Stoll  family,  living  in  a  small  2-room  house  not  finished 
inside.  One  morning  after  storming  all  night,  the  boys 
wanted  to  come  downstairs  and  the  stairway  was  full  of 
snow,  so  the  father  got  busy  and  carried  the  snow  out  so 
we  could  come  down.  The  same  night  the  barn  completely 
drifted  over  with  snow,  and  then  father  shoveled  the  door

to  barn  open  and  it  was  like  walking  down  into  a  cellar,  and 
then  one  nice  day  old  boss  went  up  on  the  barn  to  sun  her¬ 
self  and  fell  down  through  the  straw  roof. 

The  towns  of  Wolford  and  Mylo,  N.  Dak.,  were  built 
around  the  year  of  1906.

Here  is  a  little  history  of  family  number  (75)  as  given 
by  their  daughter  Katie  Ann,  as  best  as  she  knew.  Of 
'course  she  was  young  yet  when  both  her  parents  died  so 
she  can’t  remember  too  much.  Mattie  Gingerich  and  Daniel 
Lee  were  married  in  Daviess  County,  Indiana,  and  then 
lived  around  Arthur,  Illinois,  till  about  1920,  and  then 
moved  to  Wellington,  Kansas,  and  Mattie  died  in  Kansas 
and,  if  informed  right,  is  buried  in  graveyard  close  by 
Sumner,  Kansas.

Here  is  a  little  history  given  about  family  number  (84) 
Jake  Ginger ich  and  Emma  Hershberger  were  married 
southwest  of  Arthur,  Ill.,  at  the  home  of  Dave  Beachy’s,  and 
had  their  wedding  dinner  at  Emma’s  folk’s,  John  L.  Hersh¬ 
berger’s  place  one  mile  west  and  a  fourth  mile  south  of 
Arthur,  Ill.  Eli  D.  Beachy’s  live  on  that  farm  now. 

Jake’s  then  moved  on  the  Albert  Ellis  place,  northeast 
of  Arthur  and  worked  for  him  about  one  year.  Then 
Emma’s  mother  had  a  place  given  to  her,  one  mile  west  and 
four  miles  north  of  Arthur,  Ill.,  or  first  horse  north  of 
Eureka  school  house,  with  no  buildings  on  it.  They  moved 
a  three  room  house  on  it  with  no  upstairs  or  cellar,  and 
that  is  still  on  that  place  at  present.  Jake’s  moved  in  that 
house  and  as  years  went  by  they  kept  adding  on  to  the 
house  and  put  barn  and  crib  and  chicken  house  etc.  there, 
which  looked  quite  different  when  they  left  place  than  it 
did  when  they  moved  there.  Jake’s  lived  there  8  years  and 
then  decided  to  move  to  Indiana.  Had  sale  on  September 
18,  1913,  and  then  in  February,  1914,  loaded  train  with  4 
cows,  and  4  horses  and  1  colt  and  household  goods  etc.,  and 
Jake  came  over  with  train  and  livestock.  They  had  bad 
luck  on  the  way  over  with  train  and  didn’t  get  here  till 
Sunday  morning  to  Vermont,  Indiana,  so  just  unloaded 
cows  on  Sunday,  to  milk  them  and  waited  to  unload  rest  of 
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things  till  Monday.  Jake  said  he  was  in  church  that  Sun¬ 
day  at  Menno  Beachey’s.  Emma  didn’t  come  over  with 
Jake  right  away.  She  stayed  in  Illinois  for  a  wedding  and 
then  around  a  week  later  came  over  with  her  folks,  who 
also  moved  over  here  to  Indiana. 

While  Jake’s  were  getting  their  things  ready  to  load  to 
move  to  Indiana,  they  had  quite  a  time,  on  account  of  lots 
of  snow  and  ice.  Emma  went  to  chicken  house  to  see  some¬ 
thing  about  hens  and  bantys  they  wanted  to  bring  along 
and  slipped  and  fell  and  broke  her  wrist  and  she  always 
had  a  crooked  wrist  from  it.  Here  in  Indiana,  Jake’s  first 
lived  on  a  place  owned  by  her  parents,  ten  miles  northeast 
of  Kokomo,  Indiana.  Elijah  Mast’s  now  own  and  live  on 
the  farm.  Jake’s  lived  there  two  years  and  then  bought 
and  moved  on  a  place  owned  by  Emma’s  sister  Mary,  Eli 
Gingerich’s,  located  one  mile  west  and  a  fourth  mile  south 
of  Plvena,  Indiana.  (Eli’s  moved  to  Buchanan  County, 
Iowa.)  Jake’s  are  still  living  on  that  place  at  present.  Also 
their  daughter  Bertha  (Tobie  Miller’s)  live  there  with  them 
and  own  the  farm  now.  Jake’s  also  have  owned  two  other 
farms  close  to  this  farm,  one  about  a  fourth  mile  west  of 
Plvena  and  a  J.  J.  Bryan  farm  half  mile  north  of  Plvena. 
Now  both  farms  are  owned  by  their  son  John.  At  present 
Jake’s  still  own  a  farm  about  three  miles  northeast  of 
Kokomo,  Indiana. 

Jake’s  son  John  used  to  go  to  school  in  Illinois,  around 
two  years  in  Eureka  school  and  finished  his  schooling  then 
in  White  school  located  a  fourth  mile  north  from  their  last 
home  on  the  northwest  comer  of  that  cross  road.  Bertha 
also  had  part  of  her  schooling  there  and  went  to  big  school 
house  in  Greentown  from  sixth  grade  on.

Here  is  a  little  information  given  by  the  grandparents, 
as  the  cause  of  the  deaths  of  the  two  children  above. 
Viola  age  one  day  less  than  nine  years  old,  wanted  to  start 
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fire  in  the  kitchen  stove,  she  thought  she  had  kerosene  in 
an  open  can,  and  by  mistake  had  gasoline.  When  she  lit  the 
match  there  was  a  puff  and  in  some  way  got  gas  on  herself 
and  Willard  the  baby,  age  one  day  less  than  ten  months, 
who  was  in  a  play  pen  by  the  side  of  the  stove.  The  parents 
were  in  the  barn  milking  in  the  evening  around  6  o’clock.
